U.S. Jews Weigh 
B-G's Views;Says 
ThatZionistsErr 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—The American Jewish community had 
before it this week the frank views of Premier David Ben-Gurion 
on almost every phase of the inter-relationship of Jews of the U-S. 
and Israe]. 

In a series of meetings with the Zionists, the UJA, the bond 
drive officials, the Orthodox group in the U.S., and potential chal- 
utzim (pioneers), the doughty Prime Minister expressed these views 
just before he embarked for home. 


l That American Zionists cannot be considered by the Israel 

Government as the representatives of American Jewry, and 
opposed giving the Zionist movement status as official liaison be- 
tween world Jewry and the state. 


2 That Zionists should desist from “identification” with internal 
politics of Israel. ; 


3 That American Jewry is “not a candidate” for mass immigra- 
tion to Israel and that it is “wrong to try to frighten” American 
Jews into going to Fsrael. 


4 That the classic Zionist goal, the “ingathering of the Jewish 

people”, is still his belief, declaring that when the “State and 
the people become identical, the aspirations of Zionism will be 
fulfilled’. 


5 That Israel cannot speak on behalf of the Jewish people. 


6 That under no circumstances would Israel become a theocratic 
state and that the religious groups agree with him in this view. 


NO COMPULSION FOR MASS IMMIGRATION 

Mr, Ben-Gurion said that he did not expect any mass immigra- 
tion of American- Jewry to Israel, adding that “the compulsion 
and need which brings about such mass migration does not exist 
in the United States.” However, he said his visits to the various 
American cities had convinced him that this country had the po- 
tentialities for an effective Chalutziut. He particularly thought 
that America might supply the “technological know how” which 
Israel requires. 

Ben-Gurion’s meeting with 200 American Zionist leaders was 
the frankest exchange of views he held on his visit. At times the 
meeting, which permitted questions to the Prime Minister from 
the Zionist leaders, became almost heated. 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, chairman of the American Section of 
the Jewish Agency, which sponsored the meeting, conceded that 
the Zionists never represented the Jewish people, pointing out that 
no one ever represented the Jews. But he warned Ben-Gurion that 
if the Jewish Agency won't be the one to handle monies from 
America for Israel, it’ll be’ another body, possibly the Council of 
Jewish Federation and Welfare Funds. He took the liberty of 
speaking for the Israeli leaders declaring that they “won't be 
happy about the prospect of dealing with such ‘friends’ ”, 

BEN-GURION STANDS GROUND ON RALLY SPEECH 

Bmanuel Neumann, a past president of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America,’ declared that it was regretful that the Prime 
Minister avoided reference to the terms Zionist and Zionism at 
the Madison Square Garden Rally on May 10. Ben-Gurion re- 
sponded that he “would do it again, because circumstances dic- 
tated such a policy”. 

To charges that Zionism in the U.S. was on the downgrade, 
the Prime Minister declared, “I deny there is a crisis in Zionism. 
There is a crisis—in some Zionists”. He did not elaborate, but 
added that there are a “few Zionists who haven't recognized the 
State”, 

Rabbi Israel Goldstein, former treasurer of the Jewish Agency, 
questioned Ben-Gurion’s stand against interference in internal Is- 
raelt politics by American Zionists. Dr. Goldstein asked how 
Zionists who hold various philosophies could fail to give aid and 
encouragement to those who hold corresponding views in Israel, 

When Jay Fishman, Hanoar Hatzioni (General Zionist chal- 
ulzim) head, charged that chalutziut is a “step-child” of American 
Zionism, and criticized the adults for not giving the chalutz move. 
ment in this country greater support, the Prime Minister advised 
Fishman that a chalutz doesn’t need adult support. 

“Why do you need their consent” to be chalutzim? he asked.

H is past 
time they were paid anywhere near decent wages. But when help 
is hard to come by and a large multi-floored home calls for extra 
hands, that’s the cue to start roughing it with no help and no 
steps to climb. 

To be perfeetly honest, I should admit in closing that while 
there are times ih our story-and-a-half that I yearn for the fiat 
surface—what with stairs and upper story windows to clean—I 
still stick to this arrangement until our brood is grown. There 
is something nice and final at bed-time about shooing our darlings 
wp to the second floor,

Be- 
cause the original Isachar of 
the Bible was blessed with 
great strength, children named 
after him were given the addi- 
tional name of Ber (Bear) 
which in its diminutive Polish 
form was changed to Berko. 

A son of Berko was known 
as Berkowitz (more correctly 
Berkowicz). Berkowitzes are 
not necessarily related to one 
another and there is no reason 
to assume that you have any 
kinship with the Polish-Jewish 
hero Berek Joselowicz or his 
son Jose] Berkowicz. 

There is however a great 
Jewish Berkowitz family in 
the Russian Ukraine. The

HICKEN MUST be a favorite in many lands. Here are three 
native versions of that delectable fowl: 
CHICKEN SPANISH 

1 five-pound chicken 2% cups stewed tomaioes 
flour, salt, pepper 1 stalk celery, diced 
% cup chicken fat 2 green peppers, diced 
1 large onion sliced 2 cups cooked mushrooms 
4 carrots, diced 2 cups cooked peas 

Cut chicken into pieces for serving, and sprinkle with fiour. 


Heat fat in frying pan, add onion and let brown, add chicken and 
brown on all sides. Sprinkle with salt and pepper. Turn into a 
casserole, cover, and let cook in oven at 300 degrees for an hour, 
Add tomatoes, carrots, celery and green pepper, cover again, 
and let cook until tender. Add mushrooms and peas 10 minutes 
before serving. 

CHICKEN PILAF 

Number 1: Turkish 
1 cup tomato juice 
% cup melted chicken fat 
2 cups cooked, diced chicken 


1 cup rice 
2 cups chicken stock or water 
salt and pepper 
1 small onion, chopped fine 
Wash rice, and drain. Bring chicken stock or waier to a boil 
with % teaspoon salt, add rice and onion, and let boil gently until 
rice has absorbed all of liquid. Bring tomato juice to a boil, add 
to rice, and let boil gently until rice is tender.

gregation, becoming active in its leadership 
and then have the next generation stand be- 
fore me, children of those children, begin- 
ning the cycle once again. It will warm 
your heart as you grow older to see the

Missionaries to Jews 


E situation in the Bronx where a Sev- 

enth Day Adventist Church is charged 
with deliberately misleading Jews into believ- 
ing it is a synagogue could happen only in 
New York, but still it points up the need for 
some self-disciplining by Christian Mission- 
aries. 

Even in Israel, it is doubtful that mission- 
aries to the Jews, could be banned. Certainly 
in a democracy the Jewish group must tolerate 
them. 

But that doesn’t mean that we must like 
them, nor approve of their tactics, although 
frankly we feel that the best Jewish position 
is to ignore them altogether, except in in- 
stances where they resort to indecent activity. 

The missionary groups should know that 
their use of renegade Jews is an affront to the 
Jewish group, and far from advancing their 
case, if they will accept advice from one who 


its words. An old woman enters only with 
her tears, or a young wife with her anxi- 
eties or a young man with his hopes. 

“The men and women, the young people 
and children, who look to you for guidance, 
represent a wide variety of background, they 
carry with them emotional and mental and 
physical questionnaires of many kinds, It is 
for this that 30 centuries of Jewish genius 
have been assembled in you as rabbis and as 
teachers. You will demonstrate that Jewish 
religious experience is rich enough to satisfy 
every human being on his own level, that 
the Jewish message is not a monologue, 
that Jewish teaching is not a catechism, that 
a Jewish law is not an archaic code. Juda- 
ism is a living, continuing experience, and 
to its tradition every generation, and every 
inspired soul contribute its talent. The 
springs and the currents that are joined in 
the stream of that tradition have their 
source in many minds and many places. 

“The turbulent invective of Isaiah of clas- 
sic antiquity; the calm martyrdom of Akiba 
of Imperial Rome; the clean logic of Mai- 
monides in a Moslem Egypt and the simple 
direct loving kindness of the Baal Shem Tov. 

“And since the stream has never ceased, 
your people will turn then to religious genius 
of modern times, to your masters at the 
Seminary, to you. 

“When you as much as touch that stream 
with your lessons, your lips, and life, and 
labors, you add to its flow and its power, 
and you will have a right to speak, directly 
and simply, to your people, to God himself, 
and your words will be transposed into a 
song that will live forever in the lives of our 
people and in the future of our faith.”

Pledge For Study After Bar Mitzvah Unwise 


R some reason the pledge extracted 

from Bar Mitzvah candidates to continue 
their Hebrew studies for a year after the cere- 
mony strikes us as unwise. . 

In the past decade there have been instituted 
in almost every community, as the result of 
patent abuses, regulations requiring from one 
to three years of study before the young man 
was eligible for bar mitzvah. 

This was entirely warranted, and has been 
accepted by parents and candidates alike. 

But if only from a utilitarian standpoint, 
the pledge demanded in the Louis Feinberg 
Synagogue in Cincinnati is not logical. Would 
the congregation refuse to allow a fully pre- 
pared boy to become bar mitzvah if he refused 


to sign the pledge for an additional year of 
study after the ceremony? 

Like Rabbi Fishel J. Goldfeder of the Cin- 
cinnati congregation, and most rabbis and edu- 
ecators, The Post is convinced of the tragic 
error of ending Jewish education at the bar 
mitzvah, just when the child begins to compre- 


hend much that he has been taught. 


But whether the pledge for a year’s addi- 


tional study is the answer is another question. 


Obviously standards are needed, not alone 
in Jewish education, but these must be based 


on sound understanding of the psychology of 
the situation as well as the needs for further- 
ing Jewish education. 


Chaplain Shortage Points Up Lack of Rabbis 


UNDAMENTALLY the dearth of chaplains 

is a situation which is directly traceable 

to the small number of rabbis being trained in 
the United States. 

Even if the quota for Jewish chaplains were 
being met, which it isn’t (NJP, May 25, 1951) 
the situation would be bad, for every chaplain 
entering service means a congregation without 
the ministrations of a rabbi. And this just 
at the time when the stresses and strains on 
normal living are under the greatest pressure, 
which means the time when the rabbi is need- 
ed most even on the home scene, 

In the past two decades since the depression 
days whn rabbis were being. employed for 
$50.00 a week, there has been a continual 
shortage of rabbis. 

There are several reasons for this shortage. 
The numerical growth of the Jewish commu- 
nity, and its increasing affluence have led both 
to the increase in the number of, congregations 
and to the larger number able jto afford: full-

So we come to the rock-bottom question. 
Why are yoygg Jewish men shunning the rab- 
binate? 

Involved in the answer is the low estate in 
which the community as a whole holds the 
rabbinate, the lack of spirituality of the Amer- 
ican Jewish community, and the emphasis in 
our day on amassing wealth as the primary 
aim in life. 

The Hebrew Union College-Jewish Institute 
of Religion has been conducting an agressive 
campaign for more rabbinical students for sev- 
eral years now, with some small success.

from other readers about our 
proportioning of news space to 
various facets of Jewish life and 
interest. 

But do not use the papers of 
the past few weeks as a criter- 
ion of the amount of news space 
available. If the present volume 
of advertising continues, we will 
go to sixteen national pages im- 
mediately. That will enable us to 
do a more adequate job all 
around. (Incidentally the adver- 
tising will hold up as long as 
the support you are giving to 
present advertisers grows.) 

My own feeling is that when 
we add pages, the paper should 
be lightened instead of being 
made more heavy. It is my belief 
that we are already producing , 
a paper which the leadership in 
the Jewish community must read 
if it is to be informed, but that 
not enough material in The 
Post is designed to reach the 
mass market which is our goal. 
This means adding more wom- 
en’s features, bringing back the 
children’s page, increasing sports 
coverage, persaps serializing a 
novel, and so forth.

HE peculiar hostility toward the Zionist Organization of Amey. 

ica which emanates from certain leaders in Israel and which 
has been manifested again and again on recent occasions can he 
understood only in relation to the internal politics of Israel. Once 
that picture is seen in proper fucus, the whole problem becomes 
clear, and much that may now appear inexplicable will be readily 
obvious. 

The majority political party in Israel today is the Mapai, the 
Socialist party. It is committed to the usual Socialist program 
with such significant exceptions as oposition to government owner. 
ship of the bus lines as well as opposition 
to nationalized medicine. Reason: the bus lineg 
are operated by a private Socialist cooperative 
and the leading health system is operated by the 
Histadruth. It is a splendid system, but the 
Histadruth wishes it to remain private—that 
is, out of government hands. 

The General Zionists in Israel, on the other 
hand, feel that health and medical services 
should be government operated, not run by an 
independent organization. The General Zionists 
in Israel would nationalize bus transportation

as a matter of public interest. Obviously, then, the labels of “So. 


cialist” or “conservative”, as used in this country, do not readily 
apply to the parties in Israel. 


N OTHER aspects of its Socialistic program, Ben Gurion’s 

Mapai party is orthodox, however. The opposition to private 
capital is a basic part of that program, and from this stems one 
of the important dilemmas of Israel’s government. Without pri. 
vate capital investment the country will perish; but the Mapai 
fears capital investment, and from this conflict between national 
need and party principle has grown much of the difficulty in Is. 
rael’s present economic crisis. 

The General Zionists in Israel today represent the major 
oppositional threat to the Mapai. The former’s economic program, 
which can be likened to the New Deal or Fair Deal in the United 
States, believes in private initiative and in private capital under 
the necessary governmental supervision. The continued austerity 
in Israel, and the failure of the present Israel government to at- 
tract more investors and more industries is turning the attention 
of an increasing number of the country’s voters to the General 
Zionists. The identification of the General Zionists there with 
the Z.O.A. in America has likewise done much to elevate the pres- 
tige and the power of the Israel party, and from this letter fact 
stems the attempt to undermine the Z.O.A, 

Anything which might reflect to the eredit of the Z.O.A. is 
also chalked up to the credit of the General Zionists in Israel. 
Anything which might reduce ZOA reputation can also be used 
against the General Zionists there. This is the simple fact, and 
from this stems the hushing up of ZOA contributions to Israel, 
The great ZOA food drive was kept a seeret in Israel. The ma- 
chinery and equipment project was not publicized. The role of 
the ZOA in public relations efforts has been oonstantly under. 
mined—all in an effort to reduce the influence of the growing 
General Zionist party. Hence, too, the attempt to minimize the 
ZOA role in the bond drive. 


RE is nothing diabolical or Machiavellian about all this. 
It is a matter of elementary political tactics, and the leader. 
ship of the Mapai would be naive were it not to use every possible 
weapon in its struggle to maintain control of the government. As 
politics goes, there is nothing legal or even unethical in this kind 
of fight. But American Jews should be aware of what is going 
on. And if they understand the motivation they may be im a better 
position to pass judgments themselves. 

There is one peculiar paradox im this pictwre. Ben Gurion’s 
last big venture in the struggle to maintain a stable economy in 
Israel is the bond drive. ‘This is his plan, and his reputation and 
political life are at stake. If the bond drive in America should 
fail, the electorate in Israel would not hesitate for a moment in 
treating Ben Gurion and his Mapai party as the electorate in 
England treated their doughty war leader, Winston Churchill, 
when they deemed him lacking in economic wisdom commensurate 
with the military skill which he had previously revealed. 

More than the Mapai is at stake, however; the security of Is 
rael is also involved, and hence the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, completely ignoring the political factor, has thrown itself into 
the drive. As matters now stand, it is the Z.0.A. which is carry: 
ing the major burden of the campaign, and selling the great bulk 
of the bonds, By this very achievement the Z.O.A. is strengthen. 
ing Ben Gurion’s hands and assuring the political dominance of 
the Mapai Socialist party, though these are regarded by the ZOA 
merely as by-products in the effort to help Israel as a whole. 

The Mapai is bitterly opposed to General Zionism and all that
